FLAG CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


April ist, 2d, 34, 4th and Sth 


The Columbus Society for the Cure 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis is wag- 
ing a stringent and effective campaign 
against tuberculosis. In fact, they have 
been fighting the disease for something 
like seven years, and they are making 
a grand success, too. They have bene- 
fited thousands of consumptives of Co- 
lumbus. They expect to “keep at it” till 
they have practically stamped out the 
plague, as it may rightfully be called. 
The reason for the existence of this so- 
ciety is simple enuf. The greater 
number of consumptives come from the 
slums of the city. They are born and 
reared in filth, squalor and dark, .sun- 
less hovels. Pure food and pure air is 
foreign to them. Poverty restrains all 
attempts they may make to extricate 
themselves, diseased and slowly dying 
of this terrible tuberculosis: They, how- 
ever, are not restrained or prohibited— 
for such a thing would be impossible— 
from spitting in street cars and on pub- 
lic thorofares, where, when dried, 
the germ-laden sputum is wafted hither 
and thither by every air current. So, 
inasmuch as these people cannot help 
themselves, they must be helped. Not 
only must they receive assistance for 
their own benefit, but also for that of 
everyone, because who can run from or) 
escape the germ-laden air? 

Therefore we have the society; indeed 


it is a noble and praiseworthy instite- 


tion. But, understand, it cannot run 
.withqut funds. The prominent business 
men over our city have contributed 
large Sums of money to the use of the 


society, but more is still necessary. It 
is estimated that there are yet five hun- 
dred people to be cured in this city, and 
one of thatjmumber may be now spitting 
on the over which you will pass in 
a short ti 

Now, an opportunity will be offered to 
every citizen of Columbus to assist some 
in this good work. The society has had 
prepared a number of small flags which 
will be taken from house to house and 
sold for a quarter. In real money value 
the flags are worth about three cents; 
considering the sentiment and purpose 
with which they are purchased, the 
value cannot be stated. When the young 
lady or the young man, as the case may 
be, comes to your door, don’t turn him 
away without buying a flag. All Colum-

Why the Charter Form of 
Government Should be Adopted 


An Important Article by Atty. F. W. 
Postle, a Charter Commissioner 


The special election will be held on 
May 5, 1914, to determine the question 
“Shall the charter be adopted?” To 
those persons whe are in doubt about 
the question, the following reasons for 
voting affirmatively may be of interest: 

The commission of fifteen men met 
to deliberate, two nights each week, be- 
ginning about the middle of May, 1913, 
continuing so to meet and deliberate 
until in December, with the exception 
of a period of about six weeks, during 
which time they were adjourned because 
of the hot weather. In December the 
final plan had been determined upon. A 
sub-committee of five of the commis- 
sioners met on an average of three 
nights each week until in February of 
this year, when the final draft of the 
charter was made. The commissioners 
have thus given much of their time and 
without pay. The election of the char- 
ter commission cost the city not less 
than $10,000.00, and the May election 
will cost at least that sum. In addition 
to these sums there has been incurred a 
great expense in printing and mailing 
copies of the charter to the electors. 

Never before in their history have 
Oh‘o municipalities been given the op- 
tion of securing “Home Rule.” The leg- 
islature, from time to time, has passed 
the laws that have regulated all of the 
municipalities so that no Ohio city has 
been free to adopt or reject “Home 
Rule.” The injustice of this is apparent. 
Few of the members of the General 
Assembly are familiar with city gov- 
ernment, neither can they know the pe- 


culiar needs of each city. For these 
reasons the constitutional convention 
made it possible, by amendment to the 


Ohio constitution, for any city to pro- 
vide for “Home Rule,” -if it so chose. 

Columbus has therefore taken advan- 
tage of the amendment and is about to 
decide whether or not it shall adopt the 
plan of “Home Rule.” 

The charter provides that the names 
of the candidates shall be printed on a 
non-partisan ticket. - The voter should 
not cast his ballot for a city candidate 
merely because he is a Republican, Dem- 
ocrat or Socialist, but rather because he 
is worthy of the position which he seeks 
Under the new charter, if adopted, coun- 
cilmen, of whom seven are to be 
elected, will be elected at large, rather 
than from wards. This is said to be the 
most democratic form of government be- 
cause it secures to each individual citizen 
the right of voting for, or against, any 
candidate for an office in which, if 
elected, he would be invested with the 
power of imposing a tax on, and of regu- 
lating the conduct of all citizens. 

A new feature is presented in the pref- 
erential ballot. By this means of voting 
a voter may express his first, second or 
other choice for the city officials, except- 
ing councilmen. This is a just way of 
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: 
voting, because it is fair to assume that 
if a man cannot elect his first choice, his 
second or other choice candidate may be 
elected. 

An attorney, known as a publie de- 
fender, will be selected to give aid and 
counsel to these persons in trouble and 
who are unable to pay for legal aid. 

Lastly, it should be remembered that 
the new charter provides that at any 
regular or special election, it may be 
amended in any way that public senti- 
ment may demand, without additional 
expensé. Also let it be remembered that 
if defeated, Columbus will not again at- 
tempt “Home Rule” government, _per- 
haps for many years.

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EDITORIAL. 
SPRING AND— 


Spring is here, and with the coming of 
Spring there cometh these three, blos- 
soms, Spring poets, and flies, but the 
the greatest of these is flies—hence these 
remarks. * 

The fact that the “common house fly” 
is one of the most prolific carriers of dis- 
ease is quite universally recognized, but 
I wish to call attention to the fact that 
the outlying sections of a city should 
give special attention to the subject of 
flies because of the usual prevalence of 
the two requisites to an abundance of 
them. If those having stables, especially 
horse stables, will exercise care in the 
disposal of the refuse they will con- 
tribute much towards the public good. 
On the other hand if they are careless 
and permit, the refuse to lie around ex- 
posed, they may-contribute toward an 
epidemic of typhoid fever, or much suf- 
fering from bowel troubles, or some 
other diseases propagated by flies. Ma- 
nure that has been lying on lawns over 
the winter should be carefully raked up 
and either burned or otherwise disposed 
of. Those charged with that responsi- 
bility should see that the droppings on 
the streets are frequently removed. A 
searcity of breeding places means a 
searcity of fliés 

An equally important consideration is 
feeding places. Many persons contribute 
towards these. Refuse from the table 
should never be thrown out. Never

On Tuesday, May 5, the citizens of | 
this city will have the privilege of de- | 
ciding whet’.er or not they will adopt | 
the charter form of government. This 
election will be one of the most impor- 
tant events in the history of our city. 
The form of government provided by | 
the charter is that by the people, or | 
“Home Rule,” as it has been called. We 
do not have space in our publication to | 
thoroughly discuss the merits or disad- | 
vantages of the charter, but we will de- 
clare that the form of government it 
offers is far better than the one now 
in use. There maybe some objection- 
able features to it, but they are far out- 
weighed by the desirable ones. Instead 
of discussing the minute details of it, 
we would advise each ‘voter to secure 
a copy of the charter and read it thro. 
No one can vote intelligently unless he 
possesses some clear idea about what he 
is voting. However, the great thing 
we wish to emphasize is the necessity of 
everyone, legally qualified, tovvote. It 
is a duty that every man owes to his 
own family, to his community and to 
society in general. When the voters 
assume a lackadaisical attitude toward a 
thing and are indifferent about voting, 
then “bossism” and “the political ma- 
chines” gain control.

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THE EARLY GROWTH OF THE 
HILLTOP 


It is nearly a quarter of a century 
since the first active signs of a coming 
suburb of Columbus appeared in the 
vicinity we familiarly know as the Hill- 
top. Previous to this time were pas- 
tures and fields of waving grain in evi- 
dence everywhere. Broad Street, then 
as now, is a part of the old National 
Road, but the difference between that 
day and the present is so marked that in 
the very nature of the case it should be 


ré-told. - : 
The National Road was built of lime- 
stone and was kept up as follows: The 


stone was hauled and thrown to the side 
of the rdad and anon a man would ap- 
pear with a small stone hammer to break 
the stone for use on the pike. 
hammer was made round and the man 
would sit astride the stone pile and ham- 
mer away until his eg was complete, 
and perhaps in a week's time would ac- 
complish about as much work as a mod- 
ern stone crusher would do in one or two 
hours. These stones would be carefully 
distributed in the ruts that had formed 
during the year or two previous by the 
constant wear of the vehicles on the 
pike. To defray expenses for this work 
a toll gate was located 


west of opposite South Wheatland Ave- 
nue, and the geckos r was Mr. Lewis 
and afterwards Mr. Hunter. The gate 
was a pole across the street with heavy 
weights on one end to raise it at the will 
of the gatekeeper. 

When it was finally determined to pave 
Broad Street it meant that the did Na- 
tional Road would have to be cut down 
many feet; this was done and as usual 
left open thru the winter months. A 
lone preacher coming up thru there on 
a dark winter night declared it took more 


of the grace of God to go thru that mud 
on a dark night than anything he had 
ever experienced. 

The electric cars followed close on the 
street improvement; how we watched and 
waited for this improvement, no one can 
tell but those who have waited many a 
zero morning at the Asylum gate as the 
old horse car came up the hill, “tink-a- 
tink, tink-a-tink, tink,” with the little 
bell on the horse. Certainly we of the 
early days appreciated those first days 
of the electric cars although we had to 
walk from the Asylum gate home. 

The first addition of any, importance 
was Ong’s Maple Grove Addition; this 
was laid out by W. P. Ong and consisted 
of Joseph Ong’s twenty-acre farm, one- 
half of which was in sod, and half close 
to Broad, and the other half was a corn 
field. A uniform price of $80.00 per lot 
was charged, but the location was by 
lot, this made the choicest lot on Broad 
cost but eighty dollars; and for a lon, 
time in referring to these lots one woul 
naturally ask the other whether or no 
his lot was in the sod or the corn field.

| FROM WAR DISTRICT 


The following article is a part of a 
letter received from Mr. George Ham- 
mersley, of Alsager, Eng. by Daniel 
Churton, at 45 South Wheatland Ave- 
nue, and will probably be of interest to 
many of our readers, as it bears news 
direct from one of the war countries. 
Mr. Hammersley is past seventy years 
of age an dhas always taken an active 
interest in the political growth of the 
country. 

Alsager, Eng., Aug. 7th, 1914. 

Dear Friends: Your good letters re- 
ceived with thanks. I cannot answer 
some of the questions about business 
now—the overshadowing thing is the ter- 
rible outbreak of war, and its early ef- 
fects. We've had nothing like it before 
in this country. It has come so sud- 
denly and unexpectedly to most people, 
and trade is paralyzed for the moment. 
It will recover a little when the German 
war vessels are cleared out of the trade 
sea routes, but until then merchants 
can’t get freightage or insurance and 
so goods are blocked. Working potters 
have hardly realized it yet because it’s 
| the holiday week in any case, but when 
they turn up for work on Monday they 
will find “Work suspended till further 
| notice,” on some of the gates, and others 
will try to give them one or two days’ 
work for a time. We don’t know what 
| is before us and the country generally. 
By the paper you will see that in a sense 
our government is justified, seeing that 
the German army was well determined 
on the invasion of Belgium and passing 
thru that neutral country to get a mili- 
tary position against France. Yet, per- 
sonally, I am not quite contented that 
our statesmen have permitted our friend- 
ship toward France to drift toward a 
seeming enmity toward Germany. 

We ought to be the “friends of all and 
enemies of none.” Nevertheless, there 
| has been a “jingo” party in Germany 
that (like the corresponding mischief 
makers in England) have been talking 
| war for a good while and creating a 


very sensitive. and dangercus feeling 
which has now culminated in war. 

j Provisions here are going up by leaps 
and bounds and very irregular, but the 
worst feature is the danger to all manv- 
facturers. 

We must hope for the best. There is 
an over-ruling Providence who can bring 
good out of evil.

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GOODNESS BY COMPULSION 

The path of history is strewn with 
the wreckage of schemes conceived in the 
altruistic spirit but in ignorance of or 
indifference to actual conditions. The 
defect of many well-meaning devices for 
bringing in the golden age is that they 
have no relation to the present age. They 
would be admirable if they would work; 
they are skillful and interesting con- 
trivances which are complete in them- 
selves, but make no provision for -at- 
tachment to the existing order of things; 
and they become, therefore, only curious 
museum pieces. All devices for making 
society better constructed on the theory 
that society is a piece of mechanism 
that can be taken to pieces and put to- 
gether with neatness and dispatch as a 
watch car epaired belonging to this 
class of vention If these devices 
could be successfully introduced, they 
would simplify life and make it deadly 
uninteresting.

deavor to compel men to be more just in 


their relations one to the other. One il- 


lustration of this attempt to solve the 
problem of life by mathematics is the 
endeavor to make the application and 
practice of eugenics both compulsory and 
universal. There is a great deal to be 
said for eugenics, but to one who hap- 
pens to remember the vital history of 
many men of genius, or who has had a 
wide knowledge of men and women, the 
pian of rigidly enforcing by State action 
the programme proposed by some well- 
meaning people would be to establish an 
intolerable tyranny. It is one thing to 
protect society from the reproduction of 
the imbecile, the insane, and the crimi- 
nal; it is a very different thing to treat 
all men and women as if they were im- 
becile, insane, or criminal. It is very 
desirable that healthy children should 
be born, and a rigorous public sentiment 
will immensely aid in this direction; but 
the end cannot be secured by general 
compulsory State regulation and inspec- 
tion. 

There were well-planned schemes a 
few years ago to house workers in san- 
itary villages built on scientifie princi- 
ples, the houses to be uniform in size 
and architecture, the streets to run at 
right angles, with little open spaces 
every three blocks, the water and light- 
ing to be standardized, the garbage to 
be placed in cans of uniform shape and 
size, and good habits to be enforced on 
the residents by minute and rigidly en- 
forced regulations. Cleanliness and or- 
der were secured, the streets were clean, 
the health record was excellent; the 
only point at which the scheme broke 
down was in the feeling of the ,people 
for whose well-being it was devised. 
They hated it. They felt as if they were 
caught in a mathematical table! They 
preferred inferior physical conditions 
with the sense of freedom; they pre- 
ferred to be individuals in worse sur- 
roundings rather than automatons in a 
mechanically created community. 

The plain fact is that, while many ad- 
mirable and inevitable improvements in 
external conditions are being made and 
society is being helped forward by law 
and regulation, men and women will 
never be made to love and pursue the 
good and beautiful by statute. The 
fundamental reform must always be in 
character, not in conditions.

President Wilson Issues Proclama- 
tion to People of U. S. 


President Wilson Tucsday signed a 
proclamation calling on the people of 
the United States to pray for peace in 
Europe. 

The president's proclamation sets 
aside Sunday, October 4, as the day of 
prayer. 

The proclamation follows: 

By the President of the United States of 
America, a Proclamation: 
Whereas great nations of the 
world have taken up arms against 
one another and war now draws 


millions of men into battle whom 
the counsel of statesmen have not 
been able to save from the ter- 


rible sacrifice; 

And whereas in this, as in all 
things, it is our privilege and duty 
to seek counsel and succor of 
Almighty God, humbling ourselves 
before Him, confessing our weak- 


ness and our lack of any wisdom 
equal to these things; 
And whereas it is the especial 


wish and longing of the people of 
the United States, in prayer and 


counsel and all friendliness, to 
serve the cause of peace; 
Therefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States of 
America, do designate Sunday, the 
fourth day of October next, a day 
of prayer and supplication and do 
request all God-fearing persons to 
repair on that day to their places 
of worship, there to unite their 


petitions to Almighty God, that, 
overruling the counsel of men, 
setting straight the things they 


cannot govern or alter, taking pity 
on the nations now in the throes 
of conflict, in His mercy and good- 
ness showing a way where meu 
can see none, He vouchsafe His 
children healing peace again and 


restore once more that . concord 
among men and nations without 
which there can he neither hap- 


piness nor true friendship nor any 
wholesome fruit of toil or thought 
in the world; praying also to this 
end that He forgive us our sins, 
our ignorance, of His holy will, our 
wilfulness and many crrors, and 
lead us in the paths of obedience 
to places of vision and to thoughts 
and counsels that purge and make 
wise. 

In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 

* seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington 
this eighth day of September, in 
the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand, nine hundred and fourteen, 
and of the independence of the 
United States of America the one 
hundred and thirty-ninth.

INTERESTING LETTERS 
FROM SOUTH AMERICA 


Mr. Cannon Writes of Return Trip 
Via Liverpool 


Most interesting letters are now be- 
ing received by Mrs. Charles B. Cannon 
from her husband who sailed ‘the middle 
of July for Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, via 
Europe. He visited Liverpool, London 
ard Paris, leaving the latter city to sail 
for Brazil the day the war trouble-there 
became critical. Much amxiety-as to his 
being able to get away was felt until a 
cable was received announcing his ar- 
rival in Rio. 

His letters tell of rioting in the streets 
of Paris, extreme difficulty in getting 
enough American money chcnged to 
get out of France, seeing German pas- 
senger boats which were held ap in 
Lisbon and other ports, unable to leave 
or unload their passengers of war, ro- 
mors reaching their boat; traveling at 
night with blanketed lights, sighting a 
German war boat off the north Brazilian 
coast, going out of their course and put- 
ting on all speed to escape it, hugging 
the Brazilian coast as closely as pos- 
sible because of reported battleships in 
Brazilian waters. He reports the finan- 
cial condition of Brazii very serious, ow- 
ing to the large amount of European 
capital invested there. Banks were en- 
tirely closed for several days.

A HILLTOP PUBLICATION FOR HILLTOP PEOPLE 
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RUBBISH COLLECTION 
ON THF HILLTOP 


To be Made at Once, so says 
Councilman Postle. 


Owing to the complaints mace to 
Councilman Fred Postle, that the refuse 
and rubbish on the Hilltop was not being 
properly cared for by the city wagons 
which ore supposed to gather such ma- 
terial, Mr. Postle inquired into the af- 
fair this week. He wishes to announce 
that he was informed by Mr. Stribling, 
who has charge of this department, that 
the Hilltop would be taken care of im- 
mediately. To facilitate the collection 
of rubbish, the city has been divided in- 
to 22 districts, each district having two 
teams and two men. By this arrange- 
ment, ample provision has been made for 
the Hilltop district. In fact, the men 
are at work on some part of this terri- 
tory at present and will cover the whole 
Hilltop very shortly. However, the res- 
idents must observe certain rules in dis- 
posing of their rubbish or it will not be 
collected. For the benefit of all the Hill- 
toppers we print below a list of the rules 
which govern the collection of rubbish 
by the city wagons: 

1. The owner, tenant or occupant of 
buildings must provide a suitable water- 
tight metal can with cover, and place or 
cause to be placed therein all garbage 
accumulating on the premises. 

2. There must also be provided bar- 
rels or other tight receptacles into 


which shail be placed ashes; all such rub-' 


bish as tin cans, bottles, crockery, corn 
husks, cobs, waste paper and rags must 
be kept separate from ashes and placed 
in the same kind of receptacle as used 
for ashes. 

$. All cans or receptacles shall be of 
a suitable size, and not larger than can 
be conveniently handled by one man. 

4. Whenever the yards abutt upon 
alleys, the garbage or refuse receptacle 
must be placed at a convenient point in 
the yard next to the rear alley so that 
they may be easily reached by the col- 
lector. Where there are no alleys, the 
can is to be put in the yard not more 
than twenty-five (25) feet distant from 
the rear of the house. 

5. All refuse such as paper, ashes, 
floor sweepings, corn husks or cobs, 
cans, crockery, glass or bottles must not 
be placed in garbage can, or garbage 
placed in the receptacles used for rub- 
bish. 

6. All refuse and garbage receptacles 
must be on the premises, and not on the 
streets and alleys. 

These rules are covered by ordinances 
26158 and 26159 and al) violators are sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $100.00 for the first offense, 
and for the second and each subsequent 
offense not less than $10.00 nor more 
than $200.00. 

Collectors are not permitted to enter 
houses for the removal of refuse, nor are 
they to accept any money for their serv- 
ice. 

Householders are requested to report 
to the department any inattention on 
the part of the employees. Telephone 
Citizens No. 2760.

We collect from private residences 
only. No collections are made from bus- 
iness houses.

n All City Public Parks by City 
Council. 


In order to knock out a dancing pa- 
vilion in Glenwood park, council Monday 
night passed an ordinance prohibiting 
dancing in all public parks of the city. 
Councilman Westlake was the author of 
the ordinance. He complained that 
“rough crowds” attended the dances in 
Glenwood park. 

Councilman Sherman and Connolley 
pointed out that if the dance hall regu- 
lation ordinance passed by council last 
January were in effect it would not be 
necessary to prohibit dancing in the pub- 
lic parks. In passing the ordinance 
souncilmen explained that it was not be- 
cause they were opposed to dancing, but 
because of conditions existing at Glen- 
wood park and because the dance halls 
are not regulated) The ordinance will 
not affect dancing in Olentangy, Indian- 
ola or Smith's parks.

Health Officer Reports Epidemic of 
Disease—Fit of Sneezing Marks

It shows itself no respecter of 
persons, neither does it regard age, sex 
nor previous condition of servitude. 

This particular malady, like its near 
kin, the grip, is highly contagious. As 
a rule, when one ‘member of the family 
gets’ it a majority of the family become 
victims.

EDITORIAL 
PROHIBITION. 


We are hearing a great deal these 
days about what a terrible loss in’ taxes 
will take place if we vote Ohio dry. 
Voter, who pays these taxes, any way? 
Who it makes it possible for the 
brewers of Columbus to have representa- 
tives on the board of directors of nearly 
every national bank in this city? Who 
is it makes it possible for these men to 
live in palatial mansions on the avenues 
and ride in fine automobiles? In the 
police court Monday morning a young 
man appeared who had been arrested for 
assault and battery on his wife. They 
were married in September. Saturday, 
October 10, he drew his wages and pro- 
ceeded to visit a saloon where he began 
to invest his money. His wife never saw 
him until Sunday 2 P. M., and then he 
had left $1.15. Last Saturday night he 
repeated the offense.

Dear Friends:— 

I should have liked to have given you 
a longer word of cheer in respect to your 
great war in Ohio that is against the 
drink cause and its upholders. 

There is naturally a good deal of “Pat 
riotism” talked in this country just now 
—all right in its way, so long as it is 
genuine, but I have said several times 
I wished they were as anxious tc 
fight the “enemy that is within our 
gates,” as they profess to be to fight the

It came as a shock to me and many 
jothers to read about ten days ago that 
jour army authorities had ordered 150,000 
gallons of rum for the troops. It is now 
said that the quantity is still larger.

(There was a letter on the subject of tt 
Wworthlessness of alcohol and the testi- 
mony of our greatest soldier, from Judge 
Rentoul, who was at Old Bailey, Lon- 
don, the greatest criminal court in Eng- 
and. I wrote thanking him for his let 
er and received a courteous reply. To 
ward the end of which he said: (under 
Hate of October 7, 1914), “90 per cent 
pf all the crime I ever tried during 
thirteen years in ‘Old Bailey,’ (the chief 
triminal court of England), came direct 
from drink. I would hardly dare to say 
that only Lord Coleridge, C. J. and W 
Justice Hawkins, our two most expe 
rienced judges, said exactly the same.”

There will be one person appointed to 
each position and the term of service 
will continue from Feb. 14, 1915, to Dec. 
4, 1915. Each appointee will be com- 
pelled to pay his or her own transporta- 
tion and other expenses. The examina- 
tion is open to every resident of the state. 


COPE WITH NEW DISEASE

“paternal” legislation, but here, at least, 
the term contains no commendatory 
innuendo. The restriction and regula- 
tion of child labor is the aim of a nation- 
wide organized effort. 

But, unfortunately, it is not so easy 
to devise a remedy as it is to see the 
evil. It does not solve the problem to| 
enact a law that no child shall work be-| 
fore he has attained a certain age, or to} 
say that minors shall not work before or 
aftér certain hours of the day; and it 
would require a volume to specify the 
occupations in which a boy may and 
those in which he may not be employed. 
The difficulty in dealing with the matter 
by genera! legislation is so to formulate 
rules that, when enforced, they will do 
away with present abuses without creat- 
ing new ones.

WHAT IS TUNGSTEN? 


We would all respond promptly to 
this question by stating that it was a 
new substance used in electric light 
bulbs, which is a fact, but to give a clear 
definition few could do it. Thus we give 
the following: Tungsten is a hudrocarbon 
used for some time to harden steel and 
to make filaments for electric lamps. Ita 
value as a constituent of steel is shown 
by -he remark of a manufacturer of 
automobiles that, if it were not for the 
use of tungsten steel, each automobile 
would cost two hundred dollars more 
than it does. Dr. W. R. Whitney, di- 
rector of the research laboratory of the 
General Electric Company, estimates that 
the saving to the consumer since the in- 
troduction of tungsten lamps is about 
3240,000,000 a year. Very lately this 
interesting element has been found in- 
valuable in the manufacture of X-ray 
tubes, The “targets” in these tubes, 
which receive the bombardment of the 
cathode rays, were formerly made of 
platinum. But the melting-point of that 
metal—1,780 degrees Centigrade—is so 
low that the target cannot be placed near 
enough to focus the rays satisfactorily. 
The melting-point of tungsten—2,800 de- 
grees Centigrade—makes it an ideal ma- 
terial for the purpose. 


DRESSING FOR WINTER 


To normally healthy people many phy- 
|sicians nowadays are giving advice 
against dressing too warmly for cold 
weather. Probably the advice represents 
a reaction against the pular notion 
that, as soon as cold sets in for the win- 
ter, woolens and “fleece-lined” and furs 
are to be oo. But to bundle oneself 
until the ly is fairly weighed down 
is to Rp oy. tonic effect of the cold, 
say a nui r of modern practitioners. 
The creation of summer warmth by over- 
dressing leaves the victim lethargic. 
Moreover, in some cases there is real 
danger in heavy clothing. This is par- 
ticularly true when the heavy dresser 
enters a heated room and emerges again 
into the cold with practically the same 
clothing. Chills often follow this proce- 
dure, and the victim faces a greater dan- 
ger than if he went into the cold tem- 
perature with an inadequate attire.

A fad is something you like to work 
at when your regular work begins to 
tire. It’s the grease that keeps the 
groove from wearing down into a sharp- 
angled rut.
